OzABK, Mo., May 10.—The 
three 
Bald Enobbers were executed at this 
place to-day. All three men were calm 
and did not seem to be at all even awed 
by their approaching doom. 


The offense for which they were hung 
was the killing of William Eider and 
ClTarles Green, on the night of May 10, 
1887. Nineteen of the gang went to the 
hocuses of these men and shot them be- 
cause they condemned the acts of Bald 
Enobbers. 
The trial, conviction and 
subsequent history of the arrested men 
will be recalled 
newspaper readers. 


Upon the scaffold a diort prayer was 
delivered by Rev. T. B. Horn, after 
which all joined in singing a faiymn. 
Then a selection from the Bible was 
read, another prayer by Rev. Thomas 
Hanks, and the black caps were drawn, 
and the noose adjusted. John Matthews 
then said he had nothing to add to what 
had been said; he was there but took 
no part in the crime. 


At 9:53 the drop fell. 
John Matt- 
hews was praying as he felL The stretch 
of the rope let all fall to the ground. 
The rope broke and Bill Walker fell up- 
on the ground. 


He talked for three minutes, when he 
was taken up by the f^eriff and depu- 
ties on the scaffold. Dave Walker was 
drawn up and died in fifteen minutes. 
Matthews lived about thirteen minutes 
and died with his feet on the ground. 


The scene was horrible in the ex- 
treme. 
Matthews and Dave Walker 
were cut down at 10:10. The trap was 
again adjusted and Bill Walker lifted 
hepless and groaning and gurgling and 
almost insensible, the rope again ad- 
justed and the trap sprung. The de- 
scent came to a sudden stop with his 
feet fully thirty inches from ti}xe ground 
and he died without a struggle. 


None of the condemned men had 
reached their fiftieth year, and Bill 
Walker was not yet twenty. 


The criminals executed were David 
Walker and his son BiU, and John Matt- 
hews. The latter escaped from jail last 
December and afterwards returned and 
gave himself up, but his nephew who 
escaped with him is still at large.

.NEW YORK, May 10.—To-day is the 
warmest 10th of May in eighteen years. 
All records fail to show that on any pre- 
vious 10th of May within the period 
named that the temperature reached 85 
degrees by noon, as it did to-day. 


The weather officers are puzzled at 
the peculiar meterlogical condition that 
prevails. Storms, according to their 
calculations, should be raging where 
clear skies prevail. In places where it 
was worm to an uncomfortable degree 
yesterday, it was snowing to-day. 


At points within only a few hundred 
miles of each other this morning the 
temperature has varied from 
below 
freezing to summer heat. At 8 o'clock 
this morning nearly two inches of snow 
had fallen at Denver, Col. 


In Wyoming snow fell nearly all 
night. 


Two hundred miles to the northeast 
of Denver the temperature was 76 ®. In 
the lake regions, where it is fashionable 
to wear furs and seal skin sacques till 
June, the weather was as warm as at 
Key West. 


Both regions had clear skies and even 
temperatures of 70 degrees. 
Sergeant 
Dunn, stationed on the top of the 
Equitable building, was called on by a 
United Press reporter with regard to the 
unusual weather and the sergeant said: 


"It is very remarkable, at this time, 
for befrween May 8 and 14, we usually 
have a cold spell, or blossom storms. 
This season we undoubtedly got the 
cold many weeks earlier than usual, and 
this section of summer followed. We 
have had no rain for eighteen days, and 
I am afraid the crops will suffer severe- 
ly unless rains are in sight. No .heavy 
rains are in sight."

THE BALD HOBBERS ! 


The Bxecallon ol the Three noted 


criminal* at Oaark, Mo., 


Bald Knobbers wore executed at this 
jlttce to-day. All three men were calm 
and did not seem to bo at all even awed 
>y their approaching doom. 


The offense for which they were hung 


was tho killing of "William Eider and 
Diaries Green, on tho night of May 10, 
1887. Nineteen of the gang went to the 
louses of these men and shot them be- 
cause they condemned the acts of Bold 
tnobbere. 
The trial, conviction and 


subsequent history of the arrested men 
will be recalled by newspaper readers. 


Upon the scaffold a short prayer was 


delivered by Bev. T. B. Horn, after 
which all joined in singing a hymn. 
Then a selection from the Bible was 
read, another prayer by Bev. Thomas 
Etanks, and tho black caps were drawn, 
and tho noose adjusted. John Matthews 
,hen said he had' nothing to add to what 
ind been said; he was there but took 
no part in the crime. 


At 9:58 the drop fell 
John Matt- 


hews was praying as ho felL The stretch 
of the rope let all fall to the ground. 
The rope broke and Bill Walker fell up- 
on the ground, 


Ho talked for three minutes, when he 


was taken up by the sheriff and depn- 
ieu on the scaffold. Dave Walker was 
drawn up and died in fifteen minutes, 
tfatthews lived about thirteen minutes 
and died with his feet on tho ground. 


The scene was horrible in the ex- 


treme. Matthews and Dave Walker 
were out down at 10:10. Tho trap was 
again adjusted and Bill Walker lifted 
lepless and growing and gurgling and 
almost insensible, the rope again »tU 
usted and the trap sprung. The de- 
scent came to *> sudden atop with his 
feet fully thirty inches from tfio ground 
and ho died without a struggle. 


None of the condemned ' men hod 


reached their fiftieth year, and Bill 
Walker was not yet twenty. 


Tho criminals executed were David 


Walker and bin son Bill, and John M*tt- 
lews. Tbo latter escaped from jail lost 
December and afterwards returned and 
j»ve himself up, but his nephew who 
escaped with him is still at large.
